Furthermore Appellant in their appeal brief on Page 12 already presented the argument that a 
capacitive device and a tunnel barrier device are not equivalent and that all barriers are equal. The Examiner specifically addressed 
these arguments in his Examiner's Answer on page 13 and maintains his position. 
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
